schau. The Taglische Rudschau is a national liberal organ and 
has been very accurate in governmental news. 


Field Marshal Hindenberg and General Ludendorff 
arrived 


in Berlin and have begun a conference with the Crown Prince and 
the Kaiser, according to official dispatches received here. This 
is the second time in a week that Hindenberg and Ludendorff 
have been summoned from the front to Berlin under the Kaiser's 
orders. 


The Berlin okal Anseiger has been suppressed presumably 


because of its frank discussion of the peace and parliamentary 
situation in the present crisis. 


Cablegram Says Chang Monarchists 


Have Surrendered To Republic

from Peking today said that Chang and his monarchal force sur- 
rendered July 12 with less than twelve soldiers atid civilians in- 
jured.

Paris, July 14.—The French nation 


al fete, day, in observance of the an 
niversary of fall of the Bastile, wa 
celebrated today throughout the coun 
try in the traditional manner. Every 
where the joyousness of the occasion 
and the general enthusiasm refleetei 
the hopeful spirit that has seized th 
French people since the United State 
joined the Allies. American emblem 
were to be encountered at every turn 
in streets of Paris today, while every 
appearance of the American • soldiers 
was greeted with the wildest enthusl 
asm.

The story of Hezekiah, son of Ahaz, 


who reigned t>venty-nii!e'ryears in .Te-' 
rnsalem arid MAo didcriglit In tLe slglit 
of the Lord,v.vyorkiifl gobd^arid^rigbt 
Ond truth before the Lord':his'God 
and doing it with all his -heart, so 
that there was none; IBie him among 
all' the kings of Judah either before 
him or after him to the matter of 
trusting in the'Lord^God of Israel (II 
Chron. xxix, 2; xxxj|| 20, 21; II Kings 
xyiil, 5), occupies ^Jfeven chapters of 
Scripture (II -Kings xviii-xx; II Cliron. 
nlx-ssili; Isa. xxxvi-xxxii). When 
we consider that these kings were 
•poken of as sitting on the throne of 
the;Lord, to be kings for the Lord their 
God (I Chron. xxix, 23; II Chron. is, 
S), we see more clearly the monstrous 
sin of Ahaz aud the great contrast in 
his son, whose name signifies the 
strength of Jehovah' and which he so 
well illustrated during the greater part 
of his life. 
Our lesson chapter tells 


of the great passover which he kept 
for all Israel from Dan to Beersheba, 
and this feast always points us in 
three directions—to the nlglit of the 
nation's birth, to Christ our :possover 
crucified for us and to the rebirth! rof 
the' nation in the future when they.: 
shall be gathered from all nations aud 
the passover shall be fulfilled in the 
kingdom of God.
